The ^ 
phone went on sale online Tuesday 

Google also will offer versions of the Nexus 
One that will give people the option of select- 
ing the wireless networks of other major car- 
riers. That’s a departure from the way most 
mobile phones have been sold in the U.S. 

The price of these so-called “unlocked” 
phones will be $529. 

Verizon Wireless in the U.S. and Vodafone 
in Europe will begin offering subsidies on the 
Nexus One this spring, according to Google 
executives. 

The Nexus One escalates Google’s bud- 
ding rivalry with former Silicon Valley ally, 
Apple Inc., which has sold more than 30 mil- 
lion iPhones in the past 2 1/2 years. Apple 
announced a deal Tuesday to buy mobile 
advertising service Quattro Wireless to coun- 
ter Google’s proposed $750 acquisition of 
Quattro rival AdMob. 


The International Consumer Electronics Show, which opens Wednesday, will be smaller 
than usual, with key products unveiled at prices that are far from extravagant. 

Manufacturers will use the show in Las Vegas to trot out the devices they hope will 
keep consumers opening their wallets, despite high unemployment. TVs with 3-D dis- 
plays, svelte laptops and e-book readers will be the hottest categories. RedEye couldn’t

A small plane making a cargo run had 
almost reached Wheeling’s Chicago 
Executive Airport when it crashed in a 
forest preserve Tuesday afternoon, kill- 
ing the two men aboard and setting off 
an investigation into the cause. 

Officials said the Learjet 35A, owned by 
Royal Air Charter of Waterford, Mich., 
left suburban Detroit about 90 minutes 
before the crash, and was scheduled to 
pick up cargo in Wheeling and ferry it to 
Atlanta. It had been cleared to land at the 
Chicago Executive Airport when it went 
down about 1:30 p.m., officials said. 

Debris was scattered in the woods of 
a Cook County Eorest Preserve about 
a mile from the airport, and the fuse- 
lage was partially submerged in the Des 
Plaines River. The water was slick with 
fuel. 

Officials found two bodies in the 
wreckage, but said they might not be 
able to recover them until Wednesday 

Authorities offered no initial theo- 
ries about what caused the crash. The 
National Transportation Safety Board 
indicated its probe would focus on the 
plane. 

“We will look at the systems, the struc- 
ture, the engine,” said Pam Sullivan, 
senior safety investigator. 

Robert Mark, a veteran commercial 
pilot who flew into Chicago Executive 
Airport shortly after the accident, 
believes the crash showed all the signs of 
a stall, the loss of lift that keeps a plane 
airborne. 

“When they go in nose down, that’s a 
classic stall spin. There’s almost no other 
option,” Mark said. 

The stall could have occurred as the

plane circled to make its final approach 
to the runway, experts said. 

A circling approach was required 
Tuesday because winds were out of the 
west-northwest. The circling pattern is a 
more complicated maneuver than com- 
ing in straight. 

Authorities did not release the identi- 
ties of the pilot and co-pilot, and officials 
at Royal Air declined comment. 

But spokesman J. David VanderVeen 
of the Oakland County International 
Airport, where the plane was based, said 
company officials told him the men were 
experienced with the Learjet.

A former convict who worked odd jobs for a 
62-year-old neighbor was denied bail Tuesday 
on charges he stabbed her to death and then 
sold her possessions to support his drug habit. 

At a bond hearing, authorities said Vincent 
Williams, 43, of the no 00 block of South Lowe 
Avenue, entered the home of Joyce Fulgium 
between Dec. 28 and Jan. 2 and stabbed her in 
the neck and face. 

Williams stole Fulgium’s Jeep Wrangler and 
returned to the house more than once to steal 
TV sets, a computer and jewelry. Assistant 
State’s Atty George Canellis said. “The defen- 
dant proceeded to sell these items in order to 
purchase drugs,” Canellis said in court. 

Witnesses saw Williams inside Fulgium’s 
home or driving her vehicle, while others saw 
him selling her belongings, authorities said. 

Williams has an extensive criminal history, 
with 15 felony convictions, mostly for burglar- 
ies or auto theft, dating to 1987. Most recently, 
he was sentenced to three years in prison for a 
2004 conviction for theft and aggravated pos- 
session of a stolen motor vehicle.

“I will not tolerate it.” The accused attacker, 
a Nigerian man who claimed ties to al-Qaida, 
was subdued by other passengers and airline 
crew members after he allegedly attempted 
to detonate explosives hidden under his 
clothes. 

The president, speaking after meeting 
with his Cabinet and national security team, 
declared, “We have to do better and we will 
do better. And we will do it quickly” 

Obama also said he was suspending 
the transfer of Guantanamo detainees 
from Temen. The Christmas attack has 
raised concerns about Temen, because the 
Nigerian man has claimed to have been act- 
ing on instructions from al-Qaida operatives 
in that country 


Bitter cold and snow sweeping into the 
eastern U.S. left part of New England under 
record snowfall and hit Southerners with 
subfreezing temperatures that farmers fear 
could destroy strawberries and other crops. 

Four deaths were blamed on the cold in 
Tennessee. The deep freeze was expected 
to last for at least the rest of the week. The 
National Weather Service said the mercury 
could fall below zero in St. Louis later this 
week for the first time since 1999. 

The duration of the cold snap is unusual.

As Virginia McCaskey looked on from the bal- 
cony above the Halas Hall auditorium Tuesday 
afternoon, the three Bears came to the podium 
one-by-one. 

Team President Ted Phillips apologized to fans 
and said the status quo after three non-playoff 
years had to go. General manager Jerry Angelo was 
humbled and appeared worn down by the losing 
season, saying in retrospect there isn't anything he 
would have done differently Finally, a defiant coach 
Lovie Smith appeared almost peeved at times that 
he had to discuss why he was being brought back 
for a seventh season, 

Phillips announced he was bringing the two 
back because he believes they can create the sur- 
est path to success for the organization, a blow to 
the portion of the fan base that was seeking a total 
restructuring. The hourlong news conference cast 
the Bears into an offseason of change as Smith 
will search for offensive and defensive coordina- 
tors after he fired Ron Turner and five offensive 
assistants, and removed himself as defensive coor- 
dinator, The question is whether the changes will 
put the organization back on a winning path or if 
the roster and coaching style in place will lead to a 
complete upheaval at this time next year, 

“We know it's a bottom line business, and we're 
not asking for patience,” Phillips said, “What 
we are committed to is putting a winning team 
together in 2010, That's our goal, I know some 
may disagree, but I believe that the fastest way to 


improve is to keep the continuity that we've had 
with both Jerry and Lovie,” 

Smith is owed $ii million on the final two years 
of his contract and Phillips said the club had the 
wherewithal to do what was needed. He added 
money wasn't part of the equation when the coach 
and Angelo embraced the ideas of change in a 
meeting that took place Monday 

So, the Bears are looking for someone to build an 
offense around quarterback Jay Cutler, something 
Angelo called the “ biggest decision that we've had 
to make since Pve been here other than hiring the 
head coach,” As expected, Mike Martz is inter- 
ested in the job, Jeremy Bates, who worked with 
Cutler in Denver, will have his name mentioned. 


Charlie Weis is believed to be interested, but it's 
worth noting the Bears didn't consider him for the 
head-coaching vacancy in 2004, Perry Fewell, the 
defensive backs coach in 2005, is considered a top 
candidate to be defensive coordinator. 

The Bears are 23-25 over the past three seasons 
and were blown out in four games this season. But 
Phillips views it as a quick-fix project and if he was 
consistent in one thing, it's that he expects the 
Bears to win in 2010, 

“We need better players. We need to do abetter 
job drafting. We need to do a better job in person- 
nel acquisition. And we need to do a better job 
coaching, and we'll do that,” Phillips said, “That 
will get done, Fm confident,”

of cheeses and cured meats, there are also antipasti, salads, “smears” 
(spreadable snacks) and entire menu sections dedicated to things fried 
and things grilled— not all of them pork-related 

That said, nearly every edible part of the pig gets its moment— you 
could very well eat your way, quite literally, through almost an entire 
hog, the sort of snout-to-tail journey you might expect from Mado, the 
Bristol or the Publican, %u'd start with the lingua agrodolce (cured 
pig’s tongue poached in red wine vinegar, salt and sugar for a sweet and 
sour effect) and end with balsamic-braised pig’s tails. Along the way 
you could add pig’s ear (thinly sliced and fried, with fried kale and pick- 
led Calabrian peppers with fried egg), neckbone (in gravy form, over 
fluffy ricotta), liver (in pate form) or any number of other delicacies. 

If tails, ears and other extremities don’t appeal, you’d do well to order 
the milk-braised pork shoulder ($9), a tender hunk of meat smothered 
in rich pork gravy, and a couple of those spreadable smears ($5-$ 6), We 
sampled a generous pot of pork neck bone rillettes accompanied by 
sweet fig mostarda, as well as roasted marrowbones that arrived with a 
salad of fresh parsley, chervU and cilantro strung with shaved onion and 
dotted with capers. Both came with tiny dishes of salt that allowed us 
to season each bite to taste— a nice touch. 

As much attention as the namesake swine gets, this is not a one-man 
(one pig?) show There are veggie antipasti such as citrus-kissed rapini 
and broccolini with creamy whipped ricotta ($5) and smears like egg- 
plant caponata with goat cheese, plus lots of Mediterranean seafood. 

In fact, one of the best dishes we tried came from the sea: brilliantly 
grilled octopus over acini de pepe (little pasta beads) tossed with Swiss 
chard ($8) and playfully presented in a pig-shaped dish, as if to remind 
you who’s really in charge. 

Not that the pig really has anything to worry about. Purple Octopus 
just doesn’t have the same ring to it,

New Mag Mile spot the Purple Pig 
covers your pork desires— and beyond

Jimmy Bannos Sr, (Heaven on Seven), his sonjimmyjr,, and Scott 
Harris (Mia Francesca) couldn’t have picked a better location for the 
Purple Pig, their week-old Mediterranean spot. It’s smack-dab in the 
middle of the Mag Mile, Here, amid the 
excesses of Michigan Avenue, they serve up a 
relaxed, free-flowing orgy of small plates high- 
lighting Mediterranean flavors. Where better 
to give in to your desires? 

But first you need to find the place — and 
that’s not as easy as it sounds. To get there, enter from Michigan 
Avenue and head past the security desk and down the corridor to the 
left. At the end of the hallway, there’s a wooden door that looks out of 
place in the generic lobby That’s your portal to a wonderland of pork. 
Behind the door lies a perfect right angle of a dining room, a homey, 
70 -seat space dominated by three high- top communal tables that hint 
at the sharable nature of the sprawling menu. Traditional tables are 
tucked along one wall, away from the action, which revolves around the 
marble bar and open kitchen, None-too-subtle references to executive 
chef Jimmy Jr.’s menu inspirations are everywhere. Wine barrels hang 
on one wall and ceramic pigs guard the bar at strategic points. 

In case you somehow miss the theme, a tagline spells it out for you: 
“Cheese, swine Sc wine,” The restaurant delivers on the promise, but 
the succinct subtitle doesn’t do the whole menu justice. In addition to 
affordable wines (see Purple Pig essentials) and an extensive selection

SketchFest returns to 
Lakeview with a crew 
of comedians in tow

The Chicago Sketch Comedy Festival (aka 
SketchFest) is billed as the largest Test of its kind 
in the world, which is pretty good for an event that 
almost didn’t happen. 

Nine years ago, festival founder Brian Posen, who 
also performs and teaches at local comedy institu- 
tions such as Second City, began organizing a pro- 
duction of the musical ‘Aztec Human Sacrifice” at 
the Theater Building. When funding didn’t add up, 
he pulled the plug on “Sacrifice” but corralled 33 
sketch comedy groups to perform in rotation for 
seven weeks. 

On Thursday the fest celebrates its ninth year with 
more than 150 shows in 10 days. We checked in with 
Posen, who appears this year with Bri-Ko and the 
Cupid Players, to see how things were shaping up. 


Are you ready for Thursday’s kickoff? 

Oh, yeah. For some reason, this year feels 
extremely exciting. I don’t know why, but 
there’s a buzz. 

What do you think is behind that? Do people 
just need a good laugh? 

We had over 200 submissions from groups 
from all over the planet, and we have 113 
groups that are performing. That’s the most 
we’ve ever had. But just the level of talent ... 
there’s a great vibe. 

So more people are trying to perform at the 
fest now that it’s getting more recognition. 

Oh, yeah. For the first three years we really 
had to work at finding groups because the 
art form was just starting to explode. In 
the ’80s, stand-up was huge, and in the ’90s, 
it was all improvisation. We went from 
pursuing other groups to being bombarded. 
Now we’re in a position where we have to 
turn away 100 groups. 

What do you iook for when you pick 
groups for the fest? 

We look for a whole mess of things. It’s 
not just about being funny It’s about the 
flavor of the festival, the night, the time 
slot. You look for different points of view. 
We have an all- Asian sketch group and an 
all-Hispanic sketch group, a black and white 
team, lesbian. 


Are most of the groups repeat offenders, or do 
you have lots of first-timers? 

Both. Every year we get a slew of new and 
exciting groups, and we also get groups with a 
following. Last Call Cleveland is coming in for 
their sixth year, and we have new groups com- 
ing in from NewTbrk and Miami and L.A. 

How should audiences navigate the fest if they 
don’t already know about these groups? 

Well, hopefully no matter what theater they 
walk into they’ll be pleased and get their mon- 
ey’s worth. That’s my job. But the split second 
they walk into the Theatre Building, we’ll have 
staff greet them to say, “OK, this hour you 
have these three groups. Let’s see what your 
flavor is. Do you want to see the all-lesbian 
group? The political group? Do you want to 
see the boys talk about fraternity stuff?” 

Any predictions for sketch topics this year? 

Last year, we had a lot of doctor scenes. The 
year before that we saw a lot of animal scenes, 
but I have no idea. What’s funny in the news 
now? That’s what’s gonna get slammed. 

Is there a topic you’re tired of? 

I had a teacher when I was just starting out 
who said, “Everything’s been done. It’s a mat- 
ter of presentation.” Tbu can flashback to 
the old timers doing group-therapy scenes or 
news-casting reports and if it’s done well, it’s 
funny There’s nothing that would make me 
go, “Oh, God, this scene.” Put in puppets and 
Kabuki theater with a Greek chorus, and it’s 
going to be funny Tbu’re always gonna get the 
funny out of the puppets.

FEELIN* THE 

Intense workout 
regimens just 
the thing for 
Chicagoans 
looking to get in 
shape this winter

Fed up with militant personal trainers and 
uber-gyms that weren’t getting her into shape, 
Margarita Hacias was looking for something 
different in a workout— fast results. 

“If left to my own devices, I’d do 15 minutes 
on the elliptical,” said, Hacias, 32, who said 
traditional gyms intimidated her. Recently she 
found CrossFit, an intense, rapid-workout pro- 
gram. But fear aside, she said the payoff’s worth 
it, as she’s lost 7 pounds on her 5-foot-2-inch 
frame and her so-called muffin top through 
twice weekly workouts in two months. 

“%u know when you go, you’re going to have 
your ass handed to you,” she said. 

The program is one of a handful that promise 
results you just can’t get as quickly from tradi- 
tionallypaced routines— perfect for those bent 
on getting a jump on their New Year’s weight 
resolutions. This year, gym rats are turning to 
intense workouts like CrossFit and P90X— a 
video home workout system— that leave them 
red-faced with their bodies dragging, accord- 
ing to fitness pros with whom RedEye spoke. 

While gym memberships increased an esti- 
mated 4 percent nationally in 2009, accord- 
ing to market research firm Stifel Nicolaus, at 
CrossFit Chicago, membership doubled this 
year, forcing the gym to move to a bigger space 
soon. P90X enjoyed sales of $130 million last 
year— up from $90 million in 2008, said Babak 
Azad, P90X vice president of finance. 

Introduced in 2004, the system of 12 work- 
outs done in six days a week and a three-phase 
nutrition plan promises to transform a regular 
body into a ripped one in 90 days (cost: three 
payments of $39.95), said DanyelTiefenbacher, 
P90X product manager. 

These extreme workouts, which incorporate 
powerlifting in high repetitions and full body 
movements, have potential for more reward— 
to quickly shave off inches —but also more risk, 
experts say 

“Whenever you do high-intensity workouts.

there is an increase of injury with that,” said 
Dr. Douglas Krebs, a chiropractic orthopedist 
at Chicago Spine + Sports in Lakeview 
At Life Time Fitness, a suburban gym chain 
that has offered intense total conditioning for 
years, personal trainer Jeff Rosga said the class- 
es are especially popular this time of year. It’s 
when gym rats hope the workouts will be their 
quick-fix to get them in beach-body shape. 

But they’re not for everyone. 

Frank Napoli, 38, said he tried P90X about 
10 times but didn’t stick with the program. He 


went back to his trainer instead. 

“P90X got my heart rate going, but I didn’t 
find it that motivating and found it hard to train 
in front of the TV,” the North Side resident said 
of the DVD series. “Overall the workout that I 
was getting with a trainer I found to be better 
cardio and get me better results.” 

Results-oriented workouts such as CrossFit 
are not for people looking to kick off 5 or 
10 pounds without getting seriously fit, said 
Rudy Tapalla, owner of CrossFit Chicago in 
Lincoln Park. CrossFit itself isn’t a fitness 
class or a gym— it is a series of full-body 
workout routines designed to make someone 
fit in every way, he said. Workouts vary day 
to day and can range from 5 to 25 minutes 
with a substantial warm-up. Varied, atypi- 
cal workouts that alternate between lifting 
weights, rowing, push-ups and pull-ups have 
many members falling to the floor at the end

of their workouts as they train at their maxi- 
mum capacity. 

“It’s hard both physically and mentally,” he 
said. “We care about performance and encour- 
age people to push the envelope. If you can do 
a five minute mile, you can’t lift heavyweights, 
and vice versa.” 

Ross Dillion, 22, from Lincoln Park, said he 
was looking to build muscle and was attracted 
to Cross Fit because of its challenge level. What 
kept him hooked were the fast results. 

“Physically, I’ve gained 40 pounds since I 
started. I’m much stronger,” he said. “In two or 
three months, my body fully developed.” 

For those chasing fast results, Tapalla said he 
has some members who come as many as six 
days a week. Memberships cost from $70 to 
$226 per month, depending on how often you 
use the gym. 

Because fast, intense workout programs 
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Is it safe? 

Whether starting an intense workout program like CrossFit or getting back on the treadmill, 
people should consult a doctor before starting an exercise program, said Melissa Paolino, an 
exercise physiologist at the Northwestern University Center for Partnership Medicine. 

“You need to know that you’re healthy enough for exercise,” she said. 

While any exercise program could pose health dangers, from strained muscles to heart 
problems, Paolino said the best way to avoid injury is to trust your own judgment. 

“You have to listen to your body and work at your own pace,” she said. “They are advanced

incorporate resistance training, Krebs said 
participants will notice results. 

“Within six to eight weeks, someone 
should notice something— a difference in 
the way you look or the way you are doing 
the exercises, especially if you’re not work- 
ing out now,” he said. 

Krebs said the risk of injury is low but that 
high intensity workouts could lead to muscle 
strains as well as ligament and tendon injuries. 
Of all of the CrossFit-enthusiast patients he 


has treated, none of them were injured doing 
the high-powered workout. 

While the intense training has people buzz- 
ing, Tapalla said people want to talk about the 
change in their lifestyle because it’s making a 
difference for them. 

“More than any other workout, I can see 
myself getting better every time,” Dillion said. 
“I’m much stronger, faster and proportional 
than I was. And I feel great.”

Quick— I o minutes, that’s 
all we’ve got. But fret not, 
sweat plenty, that’s all the 
time you’ll need to squeeze 
in a rat-a-tat whole-body 
workout. 

So says exercise physi- 
ologist Sean Foy long- 
time personal trainer 
and author of “The lo -Minute Total 
Body Breakthrough” (Workman Publishing, $22.95; 
4321fitness.com). 

This whole-body blitz adds up like this: 

• Four minutes, high-energy aerobic training 

• Three minutes, resistance exercise

Researchers have found that it’s the interval— 
switching from 30 seconds of moderate intensity 
to 30 seconds of high intensity — that boosts your 
metabolism. Tbu’ll burn more fat and burn it for lon- 
ger after the workout. That’s called the afterburn. 

When’s the best time for the workout? 

I always say, “The best time to do the workout is the 
time you’ll do it.” Studies, though, do show better 
adherence to an exercise routine when you do it first 
thing in the morning.
